The  office  of  the  city  Building  Official  and  Zoning  Administrator  herein 
submits  its  Annual  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  June  30,  1980  to  July  1, 
1981. 

Under  law,  this  office  is  charged  with  administration  and  supervision  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Public  Safety-in-Buildings  Program,  the 
State  Uniform  Code  of  Standards,  the  State  Zoning  Law,  the  local  Zoning 
Ordinance,  and  all  other  specialized  codes  which  fall  under  its  Jurisdic- 
tion, and  are  deemed  to  be  necessary  to  assure  the  public  safety,  health 
and  general  welfare  of  the  community  and  its  citizenry. 

The  Building/Zoning  Office,  before  listing  the  various  categories  of 
permit  activity,  offers  the  following  as  a means  of  clarification. 
Building  Permits  include  all  new  construction  of  any  type,  such  as  single 
and  multi-family  dwellings,  industrial  and  commercial  structures,  garages, 
etc.  Alteration  and  Renovation  Permits  include  any  works  to  existing 
structures,  be  they  residential,  industrial  or  commercial.  Structural 
additions  also  fall  into  this  category.  Swimming  Pool  and  Display  Sign 
Permits  are  self-explanatory,  as  are  Demolition  Permits. 


During  the  past  fiscal  year,  a total  of  437  fee  permits  (41  more  than  the 
year  previous),  were  issued  and  fees  realized  for  said  city  permits  to- 
taled $8,008.22.  A breakdown  of  office  permit  activity  follows: 


Building  Permits  (78) $ 3,744,700.00 

Alteration  and  Renovation  Permits  (289) 6,656,236.00 

Display  Sign  Permits  (45) 9,260.00 

Swimming  Pool  Permits  (25) 73, 217 » 00 


Total  Fee  Permits $10,483,413.00

Building,  Housing  and  Zoning  Complaints  Investigated  - 60. 

Permit  activity  on  solid  fuel  heating  equipment  (wood  and  coal  burners), 
continues  to  increase,  and  during  the  past  fiscal  year  64  permits  were 
issued.  In  addition  to  the  issuance  of  these  permits,  a pre-installation 
inspection  in  the  field  is  often  required,  followed  by  certification  by 
the  Building  Official  after  installation  is  completed. 


Daily  work  of  the  department  includes  consultations  and  correspondence 
with  the  general  public,  attorneys,  realtors,  and  others  on  both  zoning 
and  building  matters.  Additionally,  considerable  time  is  spent  on  Plans 
Reviews.  Inspections  by  the  Building  Official  are  conducted  on  the  aver- 
age of  five  per  day. 

With  the  advent  of  Proposition  2^,  it  has  been  learned  by  this  department 
that  the  State  Building  Code  Commission  in  Boston  and  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  Office  in  Salem  are  to  be  strongly  cut-back  in  July  of 
1981.  Little  information  has  been  forthcoming  regarding  the  future  of 
either  of  the  aforementioned  agencies,  but  it  can  be  safely  assumed  that 
such  action  will  increase  the  general  responsibilities  and  performance 
standards  of  this  department. 


The  local  Building/Zoning  Official’s  Office  has  received  cooperation  and 
assistance  from  many  other  city  agencies  over  the  past  year,  and  ex- 
presses appreciation  for  their  help  in  furthering  its  ongoing  program.

The  Newburyport  Public  Library  served  the  reading  and  informational 
needs  of  adult  Newburyport  residents  and  I5OO  children  during  FY  '81.  ^ 

This  represents  over  one  third  of  the  city's  population.  There  are  also  | 
1280  non-residents  registered  from  18  surrounding  communities.  Circulation  ) 
figures  are  up  11%  this  year  and  25%  over  the  last  3 years.  Circulation 
per  capita  is  at  7»08  which  is  within  the  median  percentile  for  the  84 
libraries  in  the  Commonwealth  serving  like  populations. 

Requests  for  reference  service  have  also  escalated.  The  following 
is  offered  as  a comparison  between  FY  '80  and  FY  '81.

These  figures  do  not  include  "directional"  questions.  Rather  they  reflect 
the  need  for  assistance  from  reference  personnel.  With  collection  devel- 
opment in  the  reference  department  designated  as  a priority,  we  have  been 
better  able  to  answer  the  many  inquiries  from  the  increasing  number  of 
students  using  the  library.  Of  particular  consequence  to  the  collection 
development  during  FY  '81,  was  the  allocation  of  Peabody  Fund  monies 
towards  purchases  in  the  area  of  the  Humanities.  Thirty-eight  titles  per- 
taining to  literature,  the  arts,  religion,  dance,  folklore,  language, 
music,  drama,  and  mythology  were  approved  for  purchase  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  George  Peabody  Trust  Fund. 

Providing  proper  care  and  storage  for  the  library's  collection  of 
Newburyport  History  also  remained  a priority  during  FY  '81.  Support  and  | 
interest  in  our  "Preservation  Project"  was  expressed  by  members  of  the 
community,  the  Library  Board,  and  City  Government.  It  was  determined 
however,  that  the  proposed  construction  of  a climate  controlled  historical 
room  would  have  to  be  postponed  until  appropriate  funding  could  be  attained.  ■ 

The  "Preservation  Project",  the  goal  of  which  is  to  provide  long 
term  protection  for  our  Newburyport  Collection,  was  kept  alive  this  year 
by  two  major  achievements.  First,  the  library  applied  for  and  received 
a matching  grant  (5^1500),  from  the  Massachusetts  Council  on  the  Arts  and 
Humanities.  The  purpose  of  the  grant  was  to  provide  funding  for  the 
microfilming  of  the  library's  deteriorating  collection  of  City  Directories 
dating  back  to  1851.  Matching  funds  were  provided  by  the  library  from 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Audubon  prints  to  the  Newburyport  Five 
Cents  Savings  Bank  in  1979-  The  entire  collection  of  City  Directories  is 
now  on  microfilm  and  available  to  the  public  for  research.  Instrumental 
in  the  meticulous  preparation  of  the  directories  for  microfilming  was 
Board  member  and  library  volunteer,  Clifton  Whiting. 

The  second  "preservation  step"  taken  was  the  appraisal  of  the  10 
volume  John  Lord's  Diary.  The  appraisal,  offered  by  Professor  Thomas 
Askew  , PhD  of  Gordon  College,  was  funded  through  a donation  by  Library 
Board  member,  Josiah  Welch.  Documentation  of  the  historical  value  of  the 
diaries  will  hopefully  pave  the  way  for  a Conservation  Grant  in  FY  '82. 

We  hope  to  have  these  unique  volumes  restored  and  microfilmed. 

FY  '81  ends  on  a note  of  optimism  as  to  the  future  of  our 
"Preservation  Project".  The  promise  of  funds  through  the  Small  Cities 
Grant,  the  CDBG  Entitlement  Grant,  and  the  notification  of  the  library 
being  named  as  a beneficiary  in  the  will  of  Edith  Hamilton,  assures 
continuation  of  the  Project. 
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The  Children's  Room  at  the  Newburyport  Public  Library  continued  to 
thrive  during  this  past  year.  Under  the  direction  of  Maureen  Hardin, 
Children's  Librarian,  the  library  was  able  to  offer  quality  children's 
programming.  Children  from  pre-school  age  to  age  twelve  were  given  the 
opportunity  to  participate  in  various  children's  programs  which  included 
stories,  games,  crafts,  and  dramatizations.  Film  programs  for  grades  3 
and  older  were  again  a success. 

A need  to  service  the  very  young  was  evident  during  FY  '81. 

Cloth  bound  and  hard  page  books  were  purchased  to  satisfy  this  need. 

Also,  a carefully  planned  innovative  program  was  offered  for  the  first  time 
to  year  olds.  Coordinator  for  the  program  was  local  resident  and 
teacher,  Nancy  Strickland. 

Local  nursery  schools  and  day  care  centers  again  made  regular  trips 
to  the  children's  room  for  stories  and  film  presentations.  In  addition 
to  program  development  and  implementation.  Children's  Librarian  Maureen 
Hardin  provided  reader's  advisory  services.  She  also  visited  local  schools 
and  gave  instruction  in  library  skills  in  the  children's  room.  Addition- 
ally, she  was  responsible  for  collection  development  in  the  areas  of  space 
technology,  science,  and  general  fiction.  Lastly,  Mrs.  Hardin  compiled  a 
bibliography  titled  "Books  for  Parents  and  Adults  Working  with  Children". 

Regular  adult  programming  was  offered  this  year  for  the  first  time. 
Classic  films  were  shown  once  a week  during  evenings  in  February  and  March. 
Due  to  poor  attendance  and  conflicting  film  schedules  with  other  organiz- 
ations, the  program  was  cancelled.  More  successful  were  the  Friends  of 
the  Library  "Spring  Slide  Shows".  Scheduled  in  the  afternoon,  these  travel- 
ogues were  presented  by  local  residents.  Grace  Dondero , President  of  the 
Friends  of  the  Library  coordinated  the  program.  There  was  such  enthusiasm 
that  a new  series  is  planned  for  the  fall.  Service  to  residents  of  the 
local  nursing  homes  was  again  offered  this  year  under  the  leadership  of 
Barbara  Moles. 

The  Arts  Resource  Center  has  again  provided  space  to  local  artists 
and  craftsmen  to  show  their  works.  Displays  changed  monthly  during  this 
past  year.  Herb  Tardy  continues  to  be  volunteer  coordinator. 

Circulation  at  the  South  End  Branch  remained  stable  this  year. 

Concern  for  the  future  of  the  Emma  L.  Andrews  Library  surfaced  during 
budget  preparations.  In  light  of  Proposition  2}^,  and  inevitable  lay-offs 
in  FY  '82,  it  was  suggested  the  Branch  be  closed.  Local  residents  were 
adamant  that  the  Branch  remain  open.  Due  to  the  involvement  of  the  South 
End  Branch  Improvement  Association,  a volunteer  program  was  established. 
Coordinator  is  Elizabeth  Valeriani,  member  of  the  Improvement  Association 
and  a Library  Director. 

As  FY  '81  ends,  it  is  with  apprehension  that  we  look  ahead  to  FY  '82. 
The  effects  of  Proposition  are  anticipated  to  be  detrimental  to  Newbury- 
port's  library  system.  Hopefully,  the  quality  library  service  that  we 
have  been  striving  for  will  not  be  severely  impaired.

The  extremely  cold  weather  that  occurred  during  the  months  of 
December  and  January  caused  a number  of  problems  for  the  Hater 
Department.  We  replaced  21  frozen  meters  during  one  span  of 
frigid  weather.  Due  to  the  lack  of  an  adequate  snow  cover,  the 
frost  in  the  ground  dropped  to  4 and  5 feet  in  some  sections  of 
the  City.  There  were  a number  of  "overnite"  work  sessions  re- 
corded by  the  Construction  Crew,  due  in  part  to  the  problem  of 
opening  the  road  to  locate  the  water  leak.  The  time  involved 
in  "cutting"  through  the  deep  frost  was  both  frustrating  and 
costly.
